submarine near Folkestone, E ng­ 
land, while the French steam er 
Dinorah was badly damaged by a 
a similar 
vessel 
off 
Dieppe, 
France. 
Both damaged vessels 
managed to m ake port. 
A Dieppe despatch asserts that 
no warning of an 
attack 
was 
given the Dinorah. 
There 
has 
been no m ention of casualties on 
either vessel. 
Fighting on land continues in 
nearly all the numerous theatres. 
In the west 
there were attacks 
and counter attacks at 
various 
places with claims of successes 
in positions and prisoners cap­ 
tured by both sides. 
In the east the Germans claim 
they are still pursuing tho Rus­ 
sians iii northern Poland, w hile 
to the south of the Vistula only 
desultory fighting is taking place. 
Iii the < ’arpatbialis the Russians 
and Austrians still are striving 
for suprem acy. 
Farther south, near the Roum ­ 
anian frontier 
on 
the 
River 
Plinth, a big battle is said to 
have opened with

troops 
knee deep in snow. 
Greece, according to a Berlin 
despatch, has agreed to prevent 
the m ovem en t of Russian a m ­ 
munition by way of Saloliiki.

CHARGE CONSPIRACY TO 
VIOLATE NEUTRALITY 


W ashington, Fob. 
19.— Confront­ 
ed with the necessity of appropriat­ 
ing $ B U,OO 0,0«> u a day for the next 
eleven legislative days, congress set­ 
tled down today to hurry through 
the measures which will supply tho 
billion dollars needed to run the gov­ 
ernm ent during Uh* next fiscal year. 
Iii the senate the entire day was de- 
i voted to the $39,OOO,WO legislative, 
! executive and judicial appropriation 
bill. 
House Basses pension BIL 
^ The hob se passed inc pension bill 
carrying $164,0*00,OOO and took up 
the diplomatic and consular meas­ 
ure, appropriating $4,500,WO*. 
Beyond the naming of the house 
conferees, tile ship purchase bill re­ 
ceived no attention, reposing in the 
custody of the conference com m it­ 
tee where it will remain, tinder the 
agreement readied yesterday in the 
senate, until Feb. 27th. 
The con­ 
ferees probably will not meet this 
week. 
The ship bill investigation al­ 
so was at a standstill today, but the 
special committee will 
resume its 
hearings tomorrow. 
Discuss President’s Expenses. 
A committee am endm ent to the 
legislative, executive 
and 
judicial 
bill, appropriating 
$16*0,OW to be 
used by the president in connection 
with tho formal opening of the Pan­ 
ama Canal was adopted by the sen­ 
ate after a sharp debate 
Senator 
F all sought to establish the basis 
on which the estim ate of the ex­ 
pense had been m ade. 
Senator .Mar­ 
tin, chairman of the appropriation 
committee, said 
a conference 
of 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
called by the president had agreed 
to ask for $250,0*0*0 to defray the 
expenses of the president and his 
party, which was to include foreign 
diplomats and 200 or 300 members 
of congress. 
The com m ittee, upon 
being advised of som e criticism of 
this last provision, 
however, had 
reduced the appropriation $90,000, 
leaving it to the president to invite 
whom he would. 
With the ship hill out of the way, 
senate leaders 
were giving 
some 
thought to m atters oilier than appro­ 
priation bills which m ight be urged 
at this session. 
Administration leaders 
indicated 
clearly that no bill would be permit­ 
ted to interfere with action on the 
appropriation m easures 
so as 
to 
m ake an extra session of congress 
necessary. 


W ashington, Feb. 
19.— President 
Wilson and his cabinet discussed at

ROADS MA KB GOOD CASE. 
The railroad officials who visited 
Jacksonville 
Frid ay 
presented 
a 
strong array of figures in support of 
their contention that passenger rates 
in this state should be increased to 
two and one-half cents a mile. It 
was shown th a t since Mio adoption 
of the two cent fare that the pas­ 
senger business has not been large­ 
ly increased 
and 
ti,cit 
expenses 
have grown amazingly until now it 
is an accepted fact that; it takes two 
dollars ox expenditure for labor and 
equipment to secure the equivalent 
of what one dollar would buy ten 
or twelve years 'ago. 
By questions it developed at the 
conference here t h a i (the railroad 
men in m aking their estimates of 
returns are claiming that the low 
percent of retu rn s is figured on ac­ 
tual property valuation. In addition 
to the evidence presented by 
fig­ 
ures given the Jacksonville business 
men who listened bo the addresses 
were influenced quite 
largely 
by i tending 
statements attributed to the Inter­ 
state Commerce 
commission 
and 
Louis Brandies, who has made an 
exhaustive study of 
the 
railroad 
rate problem, statem ents indicating 
the belief that a two cent passen­ 
ger rate is in most, instances too 
low by 
comparison 
with 
the 
ex­ 
penditures involved. 
One 
signifi­ 
cant argument in favor of a higher 
fare in Illinois is the fact th at rates 
in New England' have been restored 
to 2ta or 3 cents after a trial at 
tho 2 cent figure. 
The population 
there is nearly tliree times as dense 
as in Illinois. 
What the railroads 
are 
asking 
now is the chance to prove their 
case before the legislature and that 
if they do m a k e proof satisfactory 
that the people support the legis­ 
lators in granting an increase. This 
is a fair proposition and the aver­ 
age citizen convinced as lie is that 
prosperous times with the railroads 
will be a certain indication of pros­ 
perous times generally, will hope to 
see tho roads earning revenues jus­ 
tified by the service rendered and 
the money invested. 
There is sub­ 
stance too in the argum ent that the 
Itility commission act should be so 
amended as to confer upon the com­ 
mission the right to fix passenger 
fares. 
The hoard tins entire control 
over the roads except in this particu­ 
lar and it seems reasonable that this! 
power be added.

The average Illinois cornfield is 
a square of 25.2 acres. 
One side 
of the square is 63.53 rods. T h ere­ 
fore, fifteen hundred miles of bar­ 
rier protected 190,530 acres. 
The cost of the protection 
was 
$ I 1,5OO including the labor of the 
farmers 
only about one-third was 
for barrier and other material. 
Tho average yield of the protect­ 
ed fields was 2 5 bushel an acre; the 
total yield 4,761,75)0 bushels.

fourth of the yield which is conser­ 
vative, the saving in bushels was

The value of that corn 
saved it sixty cents a bushel is $71 L- 
7!

consists in laying a barrier of some­ 
thing repellent that the insects will 
not cross, digging post holes at in­ 
tervals of a rod in which the bugs 
©piled and in in which they eau 
be killed with a little kerosene. 
The time that the Hugs can 'be 
attacked successfully is at harvest 
time when they leave the 
wheat 
fields, looking for more food plants. 
At this lime the old bugs are dead 
and the wings of the young ones 
not grown so they set out on foot. 
If a barrier of crude creosote, crude 
carbolic acid or gas tar he made 
the b igs can be caught before they 
get into the new fields. 
tf creosote is used it is poured in 
a stream on a narrow pat Ii enclosing 
the wheat 
field that contains the 
bugs.

If the chinch break 
through this barrier it is still pos­ 
sible to save the corn 'bv spraying 
It while the bugs are on the o u t­ 
side of the field and a very safe and 
effective insecticide for this purpose 
is a strong tobacco extract, as for

Locution. 
The location of a poultry 
house 
is of prime importance and should 
lie controlled 
by 
tho exercise 
of 
one’s judgment on several points, 
viz: the drainage of the land and 
air, tho shelter and protection af­ 
forded the place, the slope of the 
land, and the accessibility to other 
buildings. 
The location of a poultry house 
should 'be as well drained as pos­ 
sible. 
Always build where the land 
is sufficiently tiled or has enough 
lr-tural surface slope to 
keep 
it 
reasonably dry. 
Although a loose, 
sandy soil is preferable, houses may 
be located on eomparatitvely heavy, 
damp soil if good drainage is pro­ 
vided. 
Of equal importance to land 
drainage is air drainage. 
Do not j did 
build the poultry house where there 
is not good air drainage. 
While it 
is desirable to take advantage of 
wind creaks and still sides for pro- 
tetcticn against storms, care must 
be exercised not to place the (house 
where the air is stagnant. 
(Such 
places may (be recognized by being 
damp and cold, where fogs hang, and 
where frost comes earliest and lasts 
longest. 
Take advantage of natural 
protections, but always have a reas­ 
onable amount of 
air 
circulating 
where your poultry house is built;. 
When one has a choice of several 
slopes on which to build his poultry 
house a south eastern exposure is 
preferable, a southern 
slope 
next 
'best. and an eastern 
third.

though other slopes may safely be 
used these three are the most de­ 
sirable.
